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T. HON. SIR ANTHONY EDEN'S 
earlier declaration that Britain would 
be glad to turn over the task of restoring 
sace In the Israel-Arab conflict to the 
Jnited Nations if it was prepared to act 
in the present crisis bore fruit yesterday. 
This was the genesis of the proposal made 
by Hon, Lester B, Pearson on the floor 
of the United Nations Assembly, when he 
explained Canada’s reasons for withhold- 
ing its vote. In brief it is that the United 
Nations, following the course adopted in 
Korea, should send an international police 
force into the area not only to make sure 
that the ordered cease-fire is obeyed, but 
that time will thus be won to work out a 
permanent settlement of the basic conflict. 
On behalf of Canada, Mr. Pearson 
went on to indicate that this nation would 
be prepared to contribute directly to the 
composition of such a policing body under 
United Nations’ auspices. 

There are good reasons that can be 
advanced in favor of this step. By recog- 
nition of British and French sincerity in 
their present concern over the whole

Middle East situation it would repair 4 
bad UN omission. It would also draw 
closer together the British and American 
viewpoints, by pledging UN action now 
to cure a dangerous situation and pave 
the way for ultimate settlement under the 
rules of the world body. It would re- 
assure Israel and the Arab lands of a full 
hearing of their complaints. 

This turn in the developments of the 
last few hours overshadows much that had 
gone before. It brings the hope that the 
United Nations can end the division that 
not only has rendered it impotent in the 
face of a grave crisis but also placed great 
strain on Western powers who are truly 
concerned with peace. It would reassert 
the authority of the world body in terms 
of action: which could effectively be imple- 
mented, Above all it would restore the 
spirit of the UN charter, of greater im- 
portance than Its letter. It remains to 
be seen if this course, su: gested by Britain 
in the first instance, will commend itself 
to the United Nations as a way out of 
the confusion of the present. It should.

Mr. Martin’s Impatience 


OMINION Health and Welfare Minis- 
ter Paul Martin seems to be feeling 
peevish over the fact that seven of the 
10 Provinces are not rallying round to 
help him win next year’s federal election 
for the Liberals. There can be little doubt 
that a scheme of national hospital insur- 
ance was to have been the government’s 
trump card, but the way things have been 
going makes it look as if Mr. Martin may 
not hold it after all. . 

The federal government's formula for 
national hospital insurance requires the 
co-operation of the Provinces, but un- 
fortunately for the Liberals’ chances of 
presenting it on the election platform as 
an accomplishment rather than an ambi- 
tion, the Provinces just aren't co-operating 
—or not yet, at any rate. So far only 
three —British Columbia, Alberta and 
Saskatchewan—have accepted the pro- 
posal in principle. The support from the 
west is understandable because all three 
Provinces have hospital insurance systems 
of their own and extension on a national 
basis, with the federal government taking 


over a share of the cost, could only be 
to their advantage. 

The others, including the Provinces 
with the biggest population, have not yet 
said yes or no, and because of this in- 
decision Mr. Martin is becoming restive. 
Accordingly he is reported from Ottawa 
to be preparing a “selling” campaign. If 
he does bring that sort of pressure to bear 
on the undecided Provinces the minister 
will be acting directly opposite to his own 
assurances several months ago that adop- 
tion or rejection of the federal plan would 
be left to the free choice of the Provinces 
and that persuasion would not be applied 
from Ottawa. 

It may be that some of the Provinces 
have dawdled with the offer longer than 
js necessary for a thorou h inspection of 
it, and that the minister's impatience is 
excusable; but coercion by way of a “sell- 
ing’ campaign is not likely to influence 
them favorably. The minister is in an 
awkward spot: if he becomes dictatorial 
and demands an answer forthwith, that 
may bring him the wrong one, which 
wouldn't exactly be helpful on the election 
platform. 


Visiting Made Easy 


iy isn’t very often that a radical de- 
parture from old rules and customs 
meets with the 100-per-cent approval 
accorded to Royal Jubilee Hospital's new 
“open house” plan for visitors to the sick. 
Introduced experimentally and with some 
misgivings, the policy of unrestricted visit- 
ing within a period of five hours every 
day has been pronounced a success by 
all concerned: patients, visitors, doctors, 
nurses and the hospital administration. 
Far from disrupting hospital routine, ex- 
tension of the visiting period has made it 
run more smoothly, and apparently in 
no particular is there cause for regret 
about the change. Consequéntly the 3 
p.m. to 8 p.m. schedule has been made 
permanent. 

This policy will give much pleasure 
and comfort to both patients and relatives; 
and it should also contribute to the pro- 
cess of recovery, for it is recognized now- 
adays that peace of mind is as important 


‘a factor as any other. Sick people unable 
to see their loved ones for days on end 
because visiting hours are unsuitable are 
apt to become restive and unnecessarily 
anxious. There are, of course, cases where 
visits may have a_harmfully exciting 
effect, but those are taken care of in any 
event by special orders of the doctors in 
charge. For most patients visits of family 
and close friends impart a “lift” that: has 
definite therapeutic value. 

Royal Jubilee Hospital serves a wide 
area, and the extended visiting hours are 
of special benefit to people living in the 
outer suburbs and beyond, For many 
older people and those who do not own 
cars they make hospital visits much easier 
than they ever were before; for some 
where bus service is infrequent they create 
an opportunity that just didn’t exist pre- 
viously, And with all this the duties of 
the hospital staff are reported to have 
been made easier, It is @very happy out- 
come to a rather daring plunge.

Bay post on the Fraser River, which 
is to be the centre of the centenary 
celebrating its founding come Novem: 
ber 19, 1958. 


Can anything, be more inspiring 
than the journals of those gallant 
Britishers who by sea and jJand made 
it possible to pass on to other men 
who, by virtue of fine administrative 
abilities and know-how, as the years 
passed moulded its destiny in the 
ways of civilization worthy of the 
Britain that produced them. That is 
where the most of them, either by 
birth or descent, hailed from, making 
it possible, In the best of British 
traditions, to celebrate the centenary 
of the colony that was named British 
Columbia two years from this month. 
There were Captains James Cook and 
George Vancouver who figured promi- 
nently in the marine annals; there 
were Mackenzie, Fraser. Thompson 
and Stewart among those most en- 
titled to be credited with the explora- 
tion of its land areas making it pos- 
sible to hand on:to other men, like 
James Douglas and men of the 
colonial and provincial eras, who 
have written some worthwhile pages 
of B.C.’s graphic story

No story, naturally, could be com- 
plete without a mention of two of 
the company of Royal Engineers, 
who had arrived in what was gener- 
ally known as New Caledonia before 
1858, and the magnificent contribu- 
tions that body of men made to the 
early progress of the province could 
also be stressed In any exhibit that 
might be considered to take place in 
the land whence they came The repu 
tation of the Engineers will be en- 
twined with the B.C. story as long as 
the province lasts. 


The Riyal Engineers, present at 
Fort Langley, when the colony was 
inaugurated, figured in the preserva- 
tion of law and order The force con- 
sisted of 165 officers and men. Quot- 
ing from Judge Howay’s history of 
the province, “All important explora 
tions in the colony, 4 great deal of the 
surveying of town sites and county 
lands and selections for the lines of 
roads were performed by them. Por- 
tions of the Douglas-Lillooet, the 
Hope-Similkameen, the Cariboo and 
the North Roads were built by them. 
Maps of the colony and of portions 
of it were made by them.” 


Then.when the detachment was dis- 
banded in 1865 and Colonel- Moody, 
his officers and about 20 men re 
turned to England the balance of the 
force remained behind, took up home- 

- gteads, furnishing 4 splendid type of 
settlers to the colony and proving ® 
great asset. One could go on and on, 
citing the names of stalwarts who 
administered affairs of the colony 
of British Columbia and its courts of 
justice. Space is not sufficient to 
name them, however.
